As‘an old 
farmor ssid: ‘ First the military 
commandors levy hoavy taxes 
on us, conscript our sons 
as labourers in tho military 
sorvico, and evon commandoor 
our hogs, and chiokons and our 
tice. Thon the soldiers como 
tramping ovor our fields, spoiling 
our vogotables, otc., and making 
the neighbourbood unsafe with 
their constant riflo iro. If ‘horo 
should bo anything loft to us aftor 
the contonding armios havo loft, 
looting brigands—tho human 
vultures who follow in tho wake 
of all armies in China—como and 
toko tho rost." 

Tho majority of theso people are 
exooedingly poor, and will soon 
hayo to dopond upon locgl charity.

ILONGHKONG’S H. C. L. 

The great majority of Hong: 
kong pooplo do not nood official 
figures to convince them that tha 
cost of living is stondily rising. 
All the same, the facts which 
we roported yostorday on this 
subjoct are most illuminating. 
Thoy show, in briof, that, quite 
apart from ront charges, living 
costs have approciated by some 
ton per cent. during tho past two 
yoars, and that they are now 
fully twico as high os they wora 
in pré-war days. It has to bo 
conceded that salaries havo in 
tho moantime rison also, but not 
by nearly 50 great ao percentage 
as tho cost of ovoryday necoss- 
itios, Tho result is that tho 
avorago resident is finding it 
incroasingly difficult to make 
ends most, to say nothing of 
putting by something for o rainy 
day. 

The official calculations, so far 
as moat of the commodities are 
concerned, aro based upon import- 
ers’. rotirns. Those, of course, 
aro no index-to tho prices charged 
to retail buyers, but inasmuch as 
the statistics for all ycars aro 
derived from tho same source, 
thoy can bo taken as ao fairly 


reliable guide for the purposes of 


arriving at percentage increasos. 
It is, however, quite conceivable 
that, owing to highor rentals or 
salary increases, a relatively 
higher charge has to be mada to 
the consumer in a given year 
as compared with the precoding 
twelve months, in which event 
the porcentago of increnso ‘in 
living costs would bo to this 
extent raised oven higher than 
the official figures indicate. Be 
that as it may, oven tho steady 


riso reflectod in tbo statistics} - 


which wo published yostoday 
aro sufficiently serious for the 
people of this Colony, who, as wo 
say, find it increasingly harder 
to live in reasonablo comfort. 
During tho days of the war, 
the Colony of Hongkong was 
oxtremoly fortunato’ in that it 
folt tho offeots of that anxious 
poriod to a very siight oxtont. 
Since thon, however, costs have 
boon rising in sll directions. 
Rents on what is tormad old 
proporty havo, fortunately, been 
restricted, but the faot remains 
that largo numbora of pooplo 
have boon forced to find accom- 
modation. in new proporty, with 
the rosult that thos have boon 
hit both by higher ronts and in-

Hard on the heole, as it woro, 
ot the announcemont that tho 
Homburg-America Line had 
dofinitely decided to employ 
soveral Vlettner Ketor ships on

This rocont ox- 
porienco is in striking contrast 
to the claims mado by tao invon- 
tor after a trial trip, whon ho 
assorted that it had beon tested 
ina storm and had not boon 
affected. Apparently tho doubts 
asto whether this would bo the 
case Wore justified, and a great 
deal more will have to be dono to 
mako tho Flettner ship stable 
bofere it can vonture-on long 
voyages in successful compotition 
with othor craft.
